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THE  SNOWS  OF  THE  ENGLISH  COLONIES. 

The  original  founders  of  the  Snow  families  in  the  English  Colonies 

were: 

Nicholas,  of  Plymouth  and  Eastham. 

Anthony  of  Plymouth  and  Marshfield. 

.  William  of  Plymouth  and  Bridgewater. 

1  Richard  of  Woburn,  and 

Thomas  of  Boston. 

Anthony' 8  issue  in  the  male  line  failed  in  the  third  generation, 
and  Thomas  is  not  known  to  have  perpetuated  his  name. 

RICHARD  SNOW  FAMILY. 

It  is  probable  that  Richard  Snow  was  a  native  of  Barnstable, 
England,  in  the  parish  register  of  that  place  is  to  be  found  the  following: - 
Richard,  son  of  Patrick  Snow,  baptized  December  21,  1608.  The  Richard  Snow 
who  sailed  from  Gravesend  for  Barbados,  November  20,  1635,  has  hie  age  given 
in  the  shipping  list  as  28,  in  which  oase  he  would  have  been  bom  previously 
to  November,  1608. 

The  marriage  of  Patriok  Snow  to  Marie  Sweete  is  given  in  the  same 
register  as  having  taken  place  on  June  26,  1600.  Several  other  Richard 
Snows  and  also  some  by  the  name  of  Nicholas  are  mentioned  in  the  Barnstable 
register. 

NOTE.--  All  localities  named  in  the  following  record  are  in 
Massachusetts  unless  otherwise  indicated. 

THE  FAMILY  OF  RICHARD  SNOW  OF  WOBURN. 

•In  "Hottens  Original  Lists”,  page  141,  and  "Drake's  Founders  of 
New  England,"  page  113,  appears  the  following:--  It  is  a  list  of  the 
ship  *  8  oompany  of  the  "Expedition"  which  sailed  from  Gravesend,  22  miles 

from  London,  November  20,  1635, 

"20  Novembrls ,  1635.  The  underwritten  names  are  to  be  trans¬ 
ported  to  the  Barbadoes,  imbarqued  in  the  ."Expedition",  Peter  Blackler, 
Master.  The  men  have  taken  the  oaths  of  allegiance  and  supremaoie,  and 
have  been  examined  by.  the  minister  of  the  town  of  Gravesend  touohing  their 
conformities,  to  the  orders  and  discipline  of  the  Church  of  England  die  et 
ano  prd."  In  the  above  mentioned  list  of  names  appears  that  of  Richard  Snow. 

His  age  is  given  as  28  years  in  this  document .  There  Is  no 
record  to  positively  show  that  he  is  the  Richard  Snow  who  settled  in 
Woburn,  but  no  other  Riohard  Snow  Is  found  to  have  emigrated  to  New  England 
at  about  this  time.  His  age  also  corresponds  with  the  probable  age  of 
Richard  Snow  of  Woburn  who  died  in  1677  when  this  Richard  Snow  would  have 
been  about  70  years  old.  In  1659  Riohard  Snow  is  dismissed  from  ordinary 
training  in  oons ideration  of  his  insufficiency  to  bear  arms. 

(Middlesex  Co.,  Court  Records.) 
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It  will  be  notioed  that  the  Ship  Expedition's  papers  make  the 
destination  of  this  voyage  as  Barbados  .  This  is  in  the  British  V.’est  Indies . 

A  comparison  of  the  names  in  her  list  of  passengers  with  arrivals  at  about 
that  time  at  Boston,  shows  that  many  of  her  passengers  went  from  Barbados 
to  Boston  very  soon  after  their  arrival  at  their  destination  according  to 

the  ship’s  papers. 

There  is  a  hiatus  of  10  years  between  the  sailing  of  Richard  Snow 
from  London  and  the  first  record  of  Richard  Snow  in  Coburn.  In  the  mean¬ 
time,  he  had  married  and  had  two  children.  He  was  the  earliest  inhabitant 
of  Woburn  bearing  his  name.  He  was  taxed  there  in  the  Rate  of  the  County, 
assessed  September  8,  1645,  which  was  the  first  tax  in  Woburn  upon  reoord. 

In  1647-8  land  was  granted  him  by  the  town.  He  bought  November  19,  1656, 
a  house  and  twenty  acres  of  land  owned  by  George  Farley,  one  of  the 
original  inhabitants  of  Woburn,  then  recently  removed  to  Billerica;  and 
in  the  general  distribution  of  common  lands  and  timber,  made  in  1668,  he 
had  a  hie  proportion  assigned  to  him  In  the  "fifth  eighth  .  He  seems  to 
have  been  an  industrious,  thriving  husbandman,  and  to  have  maintained  a 
respectable  rank  in  society,  but  not  being  ambitious  of  honor  and  distinction, 
he  never  attained  any  considerable  office  either  in  the  church  or  the  town. 

Be  died  May  5,  1677.  His  will,  dated  January  50,  1676,  probated  June  19, 

1677,  bequeaths  to  wife  Anis,  and  sons  John,  James,  Samuel  and  Zachary.

The  -history  of  Hudson,  N.  H.,  (Kimball  Webster)  says,  "John  Snow 
was  among  the  first  settlers  in  town.  All  the  town  meetings,  with  a  single 
exception -until  the  first  meeting  home  was  completed,  was  held  at  his 
house.  The  exact  date  of  his  settltement  in  Hudson  is  not  known.  He  was 
assessed  for  1733  and  1734,  only.  He  was  first  town  treasurer  of  Nottingham. 
The  town  records  give  his  death  as  Mar.  21,  1735.  The  inscription  on  the 
head-stone  in  a  small  burial  ground  near  his  former  residence,  does  not 
agree  with  the  records,  and  gives  his  age  as  68  years,  4  months,  3  days.

found.  Her  father,  Zerubbubel,  made  a  will  Sept.  25,  1756,  in  which  she 
is  mentioned  by  her  maiden  name.  In  the  settlement  of  his  estate,  dated 
Woburn,  April  20,  1779,  Samuel  Walker  is  mentioned  as  the  only  son  and 
child  of  John  Walker  and  "Elizabeth,  eldest  daughter  of  Zerubbabel 
Snow,  both  deceased."  She  died  before  June  1758  as  her  husband  then 
married  Elizabetn  Goodnow,  his  second  wife.  Two  deeds  on  record  in  the 
County  Clerk  s  office  of  Middlesex,  Co.,  Mass.,  relate  to  the  disposition 
of  property  left  by  Zerubbabel  Snow  to  his  grandson,  Samuel  Walker. 


John  Walker  died,  Apr.  25,  1800.  Two  children  are  mentioned 
in  the  history  of  New  Ipswich,  N.  H.,  as  having  been  bom  to  him  by  his 
second  wife,  Anne  and  Jesse.

From  Smith's  History  of  Mrdison  County:"Seth  SnoVr  settled  in  1795, 
on  a  turnpike  on  the  Futnam  Place  now  occupied  by  a  daughter  of  Samuel 
Putnam .  He  planted  the  first  apple  tree;. built  the  first  brick  house,  a 
small  one.  He  moved  awoy  early. 

Seth  Snow  and  his  son,  Seth,  and  probably  his  sons,  Suel  and  -'-Sa 
built  a  large  brick  house  on  this  Madison  property;  also  a  saw  mill.  Some 
remains  of  the  dam  are  still  in  existence.  The  house  is  about  40  feet  square; 
two  story.  It  was  occupied  in  1911,  by  Carlos  Coleman,  a  lawyer,  in  practice 
at  Hamilton.  The  piece  was  sold  in  1809,  Seth  Snow  Jr.  removing  to 
Chautauqua  Co.  In  1811  the  father  moved  to  Augusta,  Oneida  Co.,  on  East  Hill.

Benjamin 'Snow  attended  Dartmouth  College,  when  Eleazar  Wheelock  was 
President,  but  it  is  not  certain  that  he  graduated.  He  was  commissioned 
Ensign  in  the  2d  N.  H.  Reg't,  but  resigned,  probably  about  1777.  He  had 
a  love  affair  with  Nancy  Holland,  the  daughter  of  a  Tory,  and  because  he 
was  detected  in  writing  friendly  letters  to  some  Tories  in  confinement 
in  Amherst  Prison,  he  became  embroiled  with  the  military  authorities,  and 
left  the  U.  S.  for  Canada.  There  he  met  and  married  Elizabeth  Payson,  and 
his  first  two  children  were  bom  there  .  When  he  returned  to  the  United  States 
which  was  some  years  after  peace  was  declared,  a  res olution. was  passed  by 
the  N.  H.  Legislature  allowing  him  to  remain  in  that  State.  About  1789, 
possibly  before,  he  returned  to  the  U.  S.,  living  first  at  Plymouth  and 
afterwards  at  Bath,  H.  K.  where  he  ow  ed  a  farm  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

The  suspicions  of  his  Tory  tendencies  were  probably  false,  he 
being  the  victim  of  circumstances  and  youthful  imprudence.
